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In NYC, a Tough Rule 
For Many to Swallow 


City board limits 
sales of most sugary 
drinks to 16 ounces 

New York 

New York City cracked down on 
supersized sodas and other sug- 
ary drinks Thursday in what was 
celebrated by some as a ground- 
breaking attempt to curb obesity 
but condemned by others as a bla- 
tant intrusion into people’s lives by 
a busybody mayor. 

Experts around the nation — 
and the restaurant and soft-drink 
industry — will be watching closely 
to see how it goes over among New 
Yorkers, a famously disputatious 
bunch. Barring any court action, 
it will take effect in March. 

The regulations, approved eas- 
ily by the city Board of Health, bar 
establishments with a food-service 
license from serving sugary bever- 
ages larger than 16 ounces. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
rejected the idea that it constitutes 
an assault on personal liberty. 

“Nobody is banning anything,” 
he said, noting that customers can 
still buy as much soda as they want, 
as long as they are willing to carry 
it in multiple containers.

New York Mayor 

Michael Bloomberg and 
advocates of the city’s 
new 16-ounce limit on 
sugar-laden beverages 
say the proposal strikes 
at a leading cause of 
obesity simply by giving 
people a built-in reason 
to stop at 16 ounces: 
200 calories, if it’s a 
regular Coke, compared 
to 240 in a 20-ounce 
size. For someone who 
drinks a soda a day, the 
difference amounts to 
14,600 calories a year, 
or the equivalent of 70 
Hershey bars, enough 
to add about 4 pounds 
of fat to a person’s body. 
The rule wouldn’t apply 
to lower-calorie drinks, 
such as water or diet 
soda, or to alcoholic 
beverages or drinks 
that are more than 
half milk or 70 percent 
unsweetened juice, (ap)

Fed Unveils 
Bold Plan 
To Aid U.S. 
Recovery 


Washington 

The Federal Reserve unleashed a 
series of bold and open-ended steps 
Thursday designed to stimulate 
the economy by boosting the stock 
market and making it cheaper for 
people to borrow and spend. 

The Fed said it will spend 
$40 billion a month to buy mort- 
gage bonds for as long as it deems 
necessary to make home-buy- 
ing more affordable. It plans to 
keep short-term interest rates at 
record lows through mid-2015 — 
six months longer than previous- 
ly planned. And it’s ready to try 
other stimulative measures if hir- 
ing doesn’t pick up. 

“The idea is to quicken the 
recovery,” chairman Ben Ber- 
nanke said. 

Thursday’s announcement 
marked the Fed’s latest dramat- 
ic intervention since the financial 
crisis erupted in 2008. 

Yet the U.S. economy is still 
struggling. The unemployment 
rate is 8.1 percent. And the Fed 
estimated Thursday that the rate 
will fall no lower than 7.6 percent 
in 2013. (AP)

Romney Refocuses in Va. 


GOP hopeful reverts 
to jobs after hitting 
Obama on diplomacy 

Fairfax 

Facing criticism, Republican White 
House nominee Mitt Romney on 
Thursday muted his barbed attacks 
against President Barack Obama’s 
handling of a diplomatic crisis and 
tried to refocus the campaign on 
the economy. 

The GOP challenger delivered 
a spirited speech and television ad 
accusing the president of failing 
American workers. But he did not 
repeat his assertions that Obama 
apologized for American values in 
response to Mideast protests that 
resulted in the death of an Amer- 
ican ambassador in Libya. 

Romney only briefly mentioned 
the crisis in his speech in Virginia,

one of fewer than 10 battleground 
states where the campaign is 
focused with less than eight weeks 
until Election Day. He spoke broad- 
ly about the need to strengthen

warned that Obama was undercut- 
ting U.S. military might. 

A heckler yelled out: “Why are 
you politicizing Libya?” The crowd 
drowned him out with chants of 
“U-S-A,” and supporters near- 
by tried to place a Romney/Ryan 
placard in front of his face. The 
man ripped up the sign and was 
escorted out. 

Romney focused his speech on 
criticism of Obama’s record on jobs, 
wages and a growing gap between 
the rich and the poor. 

“His policies have not worked,” 
Romney said, (ap)

Volcano Eruption Forces 
Thousands to Evacuate 

A Long-simmering volcano exploded 
into a series of eruptions outside one of 
Guatemala’s most famous tourist attrac- 
tions Thursday, hurling ash nearly two 
miles high, spewing rivers of Lava and 
prompting evacuation orders for more 
than 33,000 people. The “Volcano of 
Fire" is about six miles from the colonial 
city of Antigua, (ap) 

CAIRO 

Court Sentences Ex-PM 
For Corruption Charges 

An Egyptian court on Thursday convicted 
former prime minister Ahmed Nazif on 
corruption charges and sentenced him to 
three years in prison. Nazif, who is one of 
dozens of stalwarts of Hosni Mubarak’s 
regime who are in custody, was also 
fined about $750,000. (ap) 


Anti-American Protests Spread 


U.S. facilities face 
more foreign attacks 
over anti-Islam film 


Cairo 

Protests inspired by an anti- 
Islam film targeted more U.S. 
facilities in the Muslim world 
Thursday, raising questions about 
whether governments had the 
will or even the ability to protect 
Americans abroad from angry 
demonstrators. 

Two days after the deaths of the 
U.S. ambassador to Libya and three 
other American diplomatic employees 
in Benghazi, Libya, the U.S. Embassy 
in Sanaa, Yemen, was assaulted 
by protesters as Yemeni security 
personnel did little to intervene, 
witnesses said. In Cairo, clouds of 
tear gas enveloped the fortified area 
around the U.S. Embassy as security 
forces clashed with protesters for 
the third-straight day. Other anti- 
U.S. protests were reported in cities 
across the region. 

On Tuesday, the day of the 
killings, demonstrators in Cairo 
breached the walls of the U.S. 
Embassy compound, pulled down an 
American flag and destroyed it. 

On Thursday, after days of 
relative silence, Egyptian President 
Mohamed Morsi condemned the 



Fury in Yemen 

Protesters in Sanaa, Yemen, stormed 
a wall, set fire to a building inside 
the compound, broke windows and 
carried away office supplies before 
being dispersed by Yemeni forces. 
“We cannot accept any insult to 
our prophet," said Abdelwadood 
al-Mutawa, a demonstrator. He 
said he was motivated by reports 
of the movie mocking the Prophet 
Muhammad.

Flashpoint Film 

The anti-U.S. violence in the Mid- 
dle East comes as outrage grows 
over a movie called “Innocence 
of Muslims" that mocked Islam’s 
Prophet Muhammad. Officials on 
Thursday identified Nakoula Basse- 
ley Nakoula, 55, of California, once 
convicted of financial crimes, as 
the key figure behind the film. But a 
Libyan official said Tuesday’s attack 
on the U.S. Consulate there was sus- 
pected to have been timed to coin- 
cide with the nth anniversary of the 
Sept. 11 terror attacks, (ap) 


attacks on the embassy in Cairo 
and vowed to defend the security 
of U.S. diplomatic buildings even as 
his Muslim Brotherhood movement 
and other groups were calling for 
major, peaceful protests against 
the U.S. on Friday, the traditional 
day of prayer — and protest — in 
the Muslim world. 

But Morsi also denounced the 
film and called on “the American 
people” to “declare their rejection” 
of such provocations. 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton took strong steps 
Thursday to distance the U.S. 
government from the movie, call- 


ing the film “disgusting and repre- 
hensible” but also condemning the 
violence in response to it. 

In Sanaa, hundreds of 
demonstrators converged Thursday 
on a usually sealed-off street in front 
of the U.S. Embassy for a protest that 
turned violent, witnesses said. 

In Washington, State 
Department spokeswoman Victoria 
Nuland said all U.S. personnel were 
“safe and accounted for” and that 
Yemeni forces were “in the process 
of restoring order” at the scene. 

Smaller protests were 
reported in Iran and Bangladesh.

U.N. Envoy: Syrian Crisis Worsens 


Beirut 

The diplomat tasked with ending 
Syria’s civil war said Thursday that 
the conflict is worsening. It was his 
first visit to the country since tak- 
ing up a job he has called “nearly 
impossible.” 

Lakhdar Brahimi, the U.N.-Arab 
League envoy, was expected to meet 
Syrian President Bashar Assad on 
Friday. He also was to meet mem- 
bers of the Syrian opposition. 

“There is a crisis in Syria, and I 
believe it is getting worse,” Brahimi 
said on arrival in Damascus. 

Brahimi replaces Kofi Annan, 
who left the job in frustration

est city, Aleppo, on Thursday, as 
residents tried to pick up after air- 
strikes Wednesday, shown. Activists 
said regime forces shelled Aleppo, 
and clashes with rebels were report- 
ed outside Damascus, the capital, 
as well.

Japan Looks to End Its Nuke Power 


Tokyo 

Japan is planning a move to shut- 
ter all nuclear plants by the 2030s, 
Japanese media reported Thursday, 
a major policy shift for a resource- 
poor nation that once depend- 
ed on atomic power for a third of 
its energy. 

The nuclear phaseout, report- 
ed by both the Kyodo News agen- 
cy and broadcaster NHK based on 
a draft of the policy, comes amid 
fierce political debate about this 
country’s 50 operable reactors, 
which are both prone to disaster 
and vital to the economy. 


The shift from nuclear power 
over the next two decades rep- 
resents a major

Japan’s tradition- 
ally pro-nuclear 
leaders to a largely 
anti-nuclear pub- 
lic, whose fears 
were stoked by the 
March 2011 melt-

Do I want 
to take the Metro and risk Red Line crowding and 
craziness? Or, do I want to take the bus and risk an 
epic wait and downtown traffic? Usually, I decide 
to forget both options and just walk.

You can probably guess what hap- 
pens in the new YouTube series 
“Choose Your Commuting Adven- 
ture ” produced by Arlington Trans- 
portation Partners.

and in both — spoiler alert — she 
ends up saving lots of money and 
being happy. 

If only every choice commuters 
made led to such wonderful out- 
comes! In some cases, there are peo- 
ple who could radi- 
cally improve their 
lives by rethink- 
ing the way they 
get to work. But the 
fact is that there 
are hassles in all 
kinds of transporta- 
tion, whether you’re 
behind the wheel or 
being taken for a ride. And, typi- 
cally, you’re picking between less- 
than-perfect options and settling 
on the one you can live with.

D.C. Tops U.S. in ‘Brewery Density’ 


Study shows city has 
most per square mile, 
even with only 3 total 

Washington 

Three years ago, the District of 
Columbia had no breweries. Now 
it leads the country in “brewery 
density.” 

This statistic comes courtesy 
of Philadelphia Daily News beer 
reporter Joe Sixpack — yep — who 
ranked states by brewery density, 
or the number of breweries per 
square mile. At the top of his chart 
is the District. 

(His findings also show that

every one of the 25 most dense- 
ly brewed states voted for Barack 
Obama in 2008.) 

Now, a caveat or seven: There

The number of square miles per 
brewery in D.C., the highest density 
in the U.S. Delaware, according to 
Philly.com, has one per 226.5. 


are only three D.C. breweries — DC 
Brau, Chocolate City and 3 Stars 
— carrying manufacturer licenses 
from District liquor regulators, but 
Mr. Sixpack’s math is based on the 
city having four breweries. (Perhaps 
the White House kitchen?) 

However, even after subtracting 
the mystery fourth brewery, D.C.’s 
doing great: We have one brewery 
per 22.8 square miles; No. 2 Del- 


aware has one brewery per 226.5 
square miles. 

Note that the usual caveat about 
comparing the District to larger, 
less densely populated states also 
applies. In fact, having only one 
brewery for the city’s 68.3 square 
miles would still put us on top. 

Also note that if brewery densi- 
ty were calculated some other way 
— breweries per capita, or barrels 
of beer produced per capita, or bar- 
rels per square mile — the rank- 
ings would probably turn out a lot 
differently. 

Regardless, the revival of 
brewing inside the city limits 
is something we all can toast.

Randy Edsall’s past and present 
collide Saturday in College Park, 
and the outcome will have some- 
thing to say about his future. 

Maryland and Connecticut will 
play each other for the first time 
since 1942, and at the moment, 
Edsall isn’t a particularly popular 
person in either state. Not in Con- 
necticut, where folks disapproved 
of the way he left after guiding the 
team to a Big East championship in 
2010. And not in Maryland, where 
he led the Terrapins to a 2-10 record 
in his first campaign. 

It’s the “Randy Bowl,” the 
“Edsall Bowl” or any one of a hand- 



ful of monikers this matchup has 
been given in recent days. Fairly or 
unfairly, it will be viewed as a ref- 
erendum on the coach’s decision 
to come to Maryland and the job 
he’s done since arriving. 

The game was already sched- 
uled before Edsall took the position, 
and he has done his best to down- 
play its significance. “This week is 


really no different to me than any 
other week,” Edsall said. “It’s game 
three on our schedule.” 

The Terrapins enter the game 
having won their first two, a nail- 
biter over William & Mary and a 
more impressive but still close win 
over Temple that made room for the 
first hints of optimism surrounding 
the program since last September. 


Randy Edsall came to Maryland calling it his “dream 
job” and noting that although he grew up in southern 
Pennsylvania, he considers the Terps his hometown 
team. The community has not yet embraced him. Many 
fans and media called for his dismissal after Mary- 
land ended last season on a seven-game losing 
streak and a slew of key players transferred. A win 
Saturday would help his standing, even if this sea- 
son still promises to be a trying one. d.t.

“It’s more challenging for apartment 
renters,” says Sacha Cohen, who used to 
blog about green living in the District. 
“You can’t do as much to change your 
space.” 

Renters often can’t make big changes 
that owners can, such as switching 
out appliances or re-insulating the 
walls. Every landlord has different 
restrictions, but there are simple fixes 
that even renters can make. 

Based on recommendations from the 
audit of her three-bedroom apartment, 
Barrow began doing some of those 
simple things. She started keeping her 
refrigerator and freezer a bit warmer 
(the EPA recommends 37 degrees for 
your fridge and 3 degrees for freezers). 
She also filled in any draft in the 
windows around her home to keep the 
heat and air conditioning in.

“I’m always trying to find ways 
to keep down costs and reduce my 
energy consumption,” she says. And the 
changes paid off, lowering her monthly 
energy bills by about $40, she says. 

Another simple fix for the 
environmentally minded renter: Buy 
plants. Indoor houseplants naturally 
improve an apartment’s air quality. 
Larger leafy bushes can also be placed 
in front of windows to block out 
sunlight, keeping your space cooler 
in the summer. 

There are lots of easy ways to keep 
your home insulated to reduce energy 



A Green Apartment Hunt 

Many local apartment buildings bill themselves as energy 
efficient. But not all “green" buildings are created equal. Here’s 
what to ask about when you’re looking for a low-impact place: 


LEED Standards: Many new buildings brag about earning a 
LEED certification. (It stands for Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design, in case you were wondering.) The U.S. Green 
Building Council gives LEED ratings to buildings that meet certain 
environmental goals. But LEED is a point system, which means some 
buildings have higher ratings than others. A building can make the 
grade simply because of its location (public transit accessibility 
earns you points) or innovative design. Before you sign a lease, ask 
about the specifics of the certification: Was the building designed to 
use less energy and water? Did builders use green and recycled 
materials? These are indications that your apartment is low impact. 



» Energy Star Appliances and Windows: 

Ask whether the refrigerator, dishwasher and 
windows in your potential new home have 
received an energy star rating. If so, they are 
designed to use energy more efficiently. 


use — with the added bonus of lowering 
utility bills. Cohen recommends keeping 
blinds closed in the summer and buying 
rugs or other insulators to protect 
against winter drafts. 

If you’re more worried about wasting 
food than wasting energy, consider 
composting. It isn’t impossible, even 
in a tiny apartment. 

Urbanites without a yard or garden 
can consider Compost Cab (Compostcab 
.com), a weekly service that picks up 
your food scraps from your home and 
uses them to make compost for non- 
profit farmers. The service costs about 
$8 a week, and they provide a bin for 
you to fill up between pickups. 

For Sahiba Chopra, 23, greener 
living was as easy as changing what 
she bought at the store. 

“I started using products that are 
more organic,” says Chopra, who lives 
in a three-bedroom apartment in 
Bethesda. There are a variety of organic 
household cleaners that keep harmful 
chemicals out of your house — and out 
of the environment. Keep an eye out 
for Mrs. Meyers or Nellie’s Organic 
products, and look for biodegradable 
trash bags. 

In addition to buying green products, 
try to create less waste by buying fewer 
products. And when you’re looking for 
something new, check out Freecycle 
(Freecycle.org) or Craigslist (Craigslist 
.org) for gently used products. 

Energy efficient lights (such as LED 
or CEL lights) are another way to cut 
down on how much you buy. They last 



longer, meaning you can buy fewer. 

“I always look for ways to save 
money, so I got energy [efficient] lights 
and things like that,” Chopra says. 

Barrows and Chopra have teamed up 
to help other Washington-area renters. 
“We’ve come up with creative ways to 
help D.C. residents be more aware of 
their energy uses,” Chopra says. They 
put together an energy efficiency starter 
kit, which will be distributed at Sierra 
^ Club meetings. 

You don’t have to 
wait for the kit. Clever 
ideas for greening your 
apartment are hidden 
right at the hardware 
store. 

Anne Stom, who 
owns Annie’s Ace 
Hardware in Petworth, 
says her favorite 
green purchase is a 
Sodastream (it’s about 
$75), which carbonates 
water or other juices at 
home and cuts down 
on plastic bottles. 

“I’ve seen the benefit at the front 
end, not lugging all the bottles in the 
house,” she says. “But I also see it when 
I take out our recycling.” 

Stom says she’s seen a growing 
interest in her green products from D.C.- 
area residents. “Many young people have 
children, they have pets, they want safer 
stuff,” she says. “The people who live 
here are good stewards of the world.”

SUITSUPPLY FOUNDER, TAILORING FAN 


Two weeks ago, a corner of 
Georgetown looked like a conven- 
tion of sleek, European dandies as 
Dutch-based men’s tailoring com- 
pany Suitsupply (2828 M St. NW; 
202-800-7800) held a party to 
inaugurate its first D.C. store. The 
brand fuses high-end details (Ital- 
ian fabrics, in-a-flash alterations on 
site) and hipster cred (cargo pants 
shown with sports coats, slim tuxe- 
dos) in its well-priced clothing. We 
caught up with founder/CEO Fokke 
de Jong about how buttoned-up 
doesn’t have to equal boring. 

This is only your third U.S. store 
after New York City and Chicago. 
Why was D.C. next? 

D.C. was on the radar from the 
beginning. We were getting a lot 
of customers in the New York store 
from D.C. People who live here 


seem like a very fashion-informed 
kind of customer. 

How is Suitsupply different from 
other, more old-school men’s 
retailers? 

We’re about the tailoring, about 
giving customers a product that 
really fits. Plus, we have lots of 
well-informed staffers, so we’re 
also educating customers. 

How can you make a suit hip? 

It’s both tailoring and how you 
combine things. You could put a 
very formal jacket with rolled-up 
cargo pants and monk-strap shoes, 
or wear one of our slimmer double- 
breasted suits. They’re like the epi- 
taph of the old-fashioned kind of 
double-breasted suit, with a trim- 
mer cut with a nice, sloped shoul- 
der. Fashion is about reinventing 


stuff If you do it well, you still have 
something elegant to wear. 

What colors and fabrics should 
men be wearing this fall? 

We like to use lots of blended fabrics 
— wool with silk, wool with cash- 
mere. This makes garments drape

well and it allows for really rich col- 
ors. Burnt orange is important this 
year, and so is green. Combined 
with grays, they’re very nice. 

Your stores all have an on-site 
tailor sitting in prominent spots. 
Why? 

Tailoring is at the center of our 
business. Clothes need to fit very 
well, and having someone in the 
stores to do the adjustments in 30 
to 45 minutes makes it so much 
better. 

Is there any fashion faux pas you 
see men committing? 

If you’re going to wear a pocket 
square, use it to break up a look. 
Don’t wear a white shirt and a white 
pocket square. With ties, use a dif- 
ferent pattern than your jacket — 
that’s how you make a look live- 
ly and rich. 

Men seem to be embracing fash- 
ion a bit more lately. Why do you 
think that is? 

Maybe it’s blogs and magazines, 
maybe it’s a young, going-out 
thing.

Marjane Satrapi has a way with dif- 
ficult characters and difficult cir- 
cumstances. 

Her first book, the acclaimed 
2000 graphic novel “Persepolis” 
— which she and co-director Vin- 
cent Paronnaud made into an ani- 
mated film in 2007 — chronicled 
her own tumultuous childhood 
and adolescence during the Islam- 
ic revolution in Iran. Her new, live- 
action film, “Chicken With Plums,” 
also co-directed with Paronnaud, 
is based on her 2004 book of the 
same name. In it, we meet Nasser 


Ali Khan (Mathieu Amalric), a dis- 
tant uncle of Satrapi’s and a gifted 
violinist living in late-’50s Tehran. 
He’s mad at the world, hates his wife 
and gives opium-laced milk to his 
son to shut him up. 
And yet, he’s the 
film’s hero. 

“I think being 
a nasty jerk should 
not be only the 
privilege of bad 
Satrapi people,” Satra- 

pi says. “Human 

beings are complex. None of us are 
heroes and none of us are totally bad. 
This guy’s just broken by life.” 

After Nasser’s beloved instru- 
ment is destroyed, he falls into a 
depression. He ruminates on his 
decision to marry at the behest of his 
overbearing mother (Isabella Ros-

sellini) and pines for a lost love. 

Nasser takes to his bed and 
decides to die. He considers a ridicu- 
lously grim series of suicide methods 
to slapstick effect, something Satra- 
pi drew from her own life. 

“I wanted to commit suicide 
many times, and every time I tried, 
I missed,” she says. “Like the time 
I went to put the hair dryer in my 


bath, but the cord was too short. 
After you survive all that, it becomes 
very comic.” 

As Nasser declines, the set 
shrinks to the size of his dark 
bedroom and yet simultaneous- 
ly expands into the magical real- 
ism of his dreams of his days with 
his first love, Irane (Golshifteh 
Farahani). 

In these scenes, the film is full 
of color and whimsy, courtesy of 
hand-constructed paper cityscapes 
and CGI that give the film the feel 
of a pop-up book. Satrapi says this 
look was influenced by the work of 
American directors including Alfred 
Hitchcock and Douglas Sirk. 

“It’s a celebration of the cine- 
ma of the ’50s, when they were not 
scared to draw these incredible 
skies that everybody knew didn’t 
really exist,” Satrapi says. “Real- 
ity has never interested me a lot. 
I like the truth, but reality sucks.”

There are few cinematic pleasures 
as satisfying as to behold an actor 
in a role that fits him like a Savile 
Row suit. Richard Gere offers just 
such gratification in “Arbitrage ” 
a silky, sophisticated Wall Street 
thriller that finds the actor utterly 
in his prime, wearing his age and 
accumulated wisdom with warmth, 
charisma and nonstop appeal. 

That Gere’s character, a hedge- 
fund billionaire named Robert Mill- 
er, finds such immediate and sus- 
tained traction with the audience is 
anything from a foregone conclu- 
sion.

Twenty years ago, “Samsara” would 
have been a knockout. In fact, it was. 
Only then it was called “Baraka.” 

Director-editor-cinematographer 
Ron Fricke’s 1992 cinematic world 
tour offered stunning 70mm images 
and — despite no dialogue or nar- 
ration — something akin to a nar- 
rative. His follow-up looks equal- 
ly great, but it’s less lucid. It’s also, 
inevitably, less surprising. 

“Baraka” and “Samsara” both 
contrast images of natural beauty 
and urban frenzy. The movies (con- 
ceived with producer-editor Mark 
Magidson) shift among cosmic rev- 
erie, slightly trippy travel video and 
occasional bummers. 

Like its predecessor, “Samsara”

One of Fricke’s specialities is 
time-lapse photography, so some- 
times his world spins wildly. In fact, 
“Samsara” is Sanskrit for “wheel of 


life.” Yet this movie has less loco- 
motion than “Baraka.” 

One reason for the occasional 
doldrums is that Fricke’s new movie 
revisits some of the same places. 

“Samsara” finds the world a litde 
less blessed than it was two decades 
ago, yet still beautiful, which seems 
to be the movie’s primary message.

are the comic equivalent offish in a bar- 
rel, and every last minnow gets picked off 
in “The Campaign," in which Will Ferrell 
and Zach Galifianakis play North Carolina 
candidatesgoing head-to-head inafarci- 
cally conniving congressional election. 
If only because of the actors involved, 
“The Campaign" has its share of laughs. 
The film even possesses a whiff of topi- 
cality, in the form of two super-wealthy, 
sweatshop-owning brothers whotry to rig 
the election by infusing a super PAC with 
scads of money. But with the exception of 
thattimelyecho— and Ferrell’s flawless 
John Edwards impersonation as a com- 
pulsively promiscuous politician —genu- 
inely scathing satire is largely missing, a.h. 
COMPLIANCE (R, 90 minutes) As the 
film opens, a fast-food restaurant man- 
ager named Sandra is getting her busy 
evening shift started. As her staff ar- 
rives, the emotional tectonics continue 
to shift. When Sandra receives a phone 
call about one of her workers, a pretty 
girl named Becky, she’s all business, save 
for the pent-up resentments constantly 
at play between the two women. That 
phone call leads Sandra and Becky into 
an increasingly high-charged encounter, 
which ultimately will give way to even 
more troubling confrontations. With its 
pins-and-needles atmosphere of ambient 
hostility, economic anxiety and power 
shifts, “Compliance" can in many ways 
beseen asan unforgiving parable of our 


age, in which working-class disempow- 
erment takes on the cruelest psycho- 
logical and physical dimensions, a.h. 
THE DARK KNIGHT RISES (PG 13,164 
minutes) Christopher Nolan has made a 
completely satisfying movie, one steeped 
enough in self-contained mythology to 
reward hard-core fans while giving less 
invested viewers a rousing, adroitly ex- 
ecuted piece of popcorn entertainment. 
The film starts off with a nervy piece of 
midairshowmanship in which the movie’s 
villain, aterroristthug named Bane, hijacks 
a CIA plane. Bane makes almost immedi- 
ately for Gotham City, where Bruce Wayne 
(Christian Bale) has been living in wounded 
seclusion for the past eight years, since 
he took the rap for killing a city hero. “The 
Dark Knight Rises" ends on a self-important 
note that would be insufferable if Nolan 
and Bale hadn’t so clearly earned it. a.h. 
THE EXPENDABLES 2 (R, 102 minutes) 
Capping off summer with explosive ac- 
tion, “The Expendables 2" offersthe send- 
off that adrenaline junkies are seeking 
before fall’s more sedate releases. As he 
proved with the original, Sylvester Stal- 
lone grasps the action-oriented DNA of 
the films’ badass cast of reprobate mer- 
cenaries (including Arnold Schwarzeneg- 
ger, BruceWillisand Dolph Lundgren) with 
an intuition derived from dozens of genre

Kay (MeryL Streep) and Arnold (Tommy 
Lee Jones) have been married for 31 years 
and, now, in their 60s, they sleep in sepa- 
rate bedrooms. In an effort to recharge 
the marriage, Kay arranges a visit to a 
famous therapist named Dr. Feld (Steve 
Carell). Most of the film transpires in 
Feld’s office, as the clinician tries to get 
to the root of the couple’s problems. 
“Flope Springs" is funny mostly thanks 
to Jones, who plays Arnold with a pitch- 


perfect dose of bemusement, discom- 
fort and long-simmering rage. This is 
a movie fully aware that just showing 
up is often more important than even 
the most cathartic conversation, a.h. 
LAWLESS (R, 110 minutes) An inescap- 
able sense of “so what?" sets in early 
with “Lawless," almost as soon as Shia 
LaBeouf begins his lackluster opening 
narration. In 1931, in Franklin County, 
Va., Jack Bondurant (LaBeouf) and his 
big brothers, Floward (Jason Clarke) and 
Forrest (Tom Flardy), divide their time 
between running the family’s general 
store and a lucrative moonshine opera- 
tion. It’s a tidy living that is threatened

THE ODD LIFE OF TIMOTHY GREEN (PG, 
115 minutes)The title character of Disney’s 
two-ply weeper, a mysterious 10-year- 
old boy who pops up in the backyard of a 
childless couple, is indeed odd. Covered 
with mud, he’s also marked by a disturb- 
ing deformity: leaves sprouting from his 
lower legs. Odder still is this: The people 
whomTimothy almost immediatelystarts 


calling “Mom" and “Dad" react in pretty 
much thesame way assomeonewho’sjust 
found a stray cat. They start raising him 
as their own. Never mind that Timothy, by 
all evidence, seems to have been wished 
into existence by his unofficial adoptive 
parents.

PARANORMAN (PG, 93 minutes) “Para-

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Between the “Transformers” movies, the last “Indiana Jones” and “Lawless,” Shia LaBeouf is always running away from things. 
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a quiet and unassuming middLe-schooLer 
who happens to be able to converse with 
thedead. Foryears, Norman’scrazy uncle 
has kept a centuries-old curse cast by a 
disgruntled witch named Aggie at bay. 
But when his uncle mysteriously passes 
away, it’s up to Norman, his perturbed 
older sister and his mild-mannered best 
friend to quella zombie uprising and grant 
Aggie her final wish, sean o’connell 
THE POSSESSION (PG-13, 92 minutes) 
“The Possession," a Jewish variant on 
“The Exorcist," recounts the torments 
of a nice suburban American family who’s 
infiltrated by an evil spirit (“dybbuk" 
in Yiddish). Actually, the dybbuk is the 
second malevolent force to attack Clyde 
and Stephanie and their two daughters. 
First came the monster called divorce. 
Clyde dotes on 10-year-old Em and 13- 
ish Flannah whenever he has temporary 
custody. So he agrees to stop at a yard 
sale and doesn’t argue when Em insists 
on buying a dark wooden box inscribed 
with Flebrew letters. Naturally, Em be- 
comes possessed by the dybbuk that 
was locked inside the box. Anyone who 
believes in dybbuks and other ghoulies 
will find “The Possession" terrifying. 
PREMIUM RUSH (PC-13, 91 minutes) Jo- 
seph Cordon-Levitt is Wilee, a Columbia 
Law School grad who opted for a life of 
adrenaline as a bicycle messenger. Fie 
sails across Manhattan on a fixed-gear 
bike with no brakes. At least he wears a 


helmet, which comes in handy on many 
occasions, including thescenethat opens 
the film: Wilee flies through the air amid 
windshield shards after somersaulting 
over a cab. From there, the film rewinds, 
taking the audience back to how the 
young man landed in this situation. Flis 
boss at Security Courier gives him the 
task of picking up a package at Colum- 
bia. It’s a rush delivery, and he has 90 
minutestofly down Broadway and hand 
it to a woman in Chinatown. It might not 
be a noteworthy film, but “Premium 
Rush" delivers what it promises, s.m. 
SLEEPWALK WITH ME WITH ME (90 
minutes. Unrated) With warmth, unspar- 
ing self-awareness and that ineffable 
Everyman appeal sometimes called 
“relatability," Mike Birbiglia provesto be 
as engaging a presence on the screen as 
he has been alltheseyears onstage and 
over the radio waves. “Sleepwalk With 
Me" opens with a disclaimer of sorts: 
Birbiglia, who plays the autobiographi- 
cal protagonist Matt Pandamiglio, turns 
to the camera and explains that his 
story is true. What ensues is a series of 
flashbacks depicting the filmmaker’s 
romance with college girlfriend Abby, a 
pivotal moment in both their relationship 
and his nascent comedy career, and the 
more-than-coincidental appearance of 
a sleep disorder that escalates to life- 
threatening seriousness. Funny stuff, but 
not really— a tonal jumble that Birbiglia 


pulls off with the assurance of a pro. In 
a film that combines vignette-like set 
pieces, fourth-wall-breaking riffs and 
often bizarre dream sequences, Birbiglia 
createsa world that’sat once wildly imag- 
inative and instantly recognizable, a.h. 
THE WORDS (PC-13, 96 minutes) “The 
Words" is a well-acted but narratively 
limpindiethat’sundermined byafailure 
to connect emotionally with itsaudience. 
It’s a film that intentionally blurs the line 
between reality and fiction and, as a re- 
sult, never creates real or fantasy worlds 
thatare remotely believable. The central 
plot revolves around Rory Jansen, a writer 
who discovers an anonymous manuscript 
of a spectacular novel. Rory reads the 
manuscript, then decides to peckoutthe 
whole thing verbatim on his laptop just 
to know how it feels to have placed such 
brilliant sentences into a Word document. 
But then hot wifey reads it and thinks he 
hasfinallyfound hisgift,and he’sunable 
to confess he’s actually not that gifted. 
The next thing everyone knows, a novel 
is published and turns Rory into not just 
a man of letters, butthe Man of Letters. 
Of course, the actual author of that 
manuscript eventually tracks him down. 
Fie tells Rory the whole story of how that
